Ron MeadCi ASUS president,

This detracts from study time, 
and (he ASUS does not condone 
this abusing of university prive- 
ledges". 

DISCUSSED PREVIOUSLY 

Tlie situation had been discuss- 
ed previously in early December. 
The ASUS is reniodelling the 
common room, and liad intcnd- 
èd to ban card-playing when tlic 
work had been completed. How- 
ever, (he situation had become 
60 serious, with up to $100 a 
day being 'lost: in card-games, 
that up<{n receiving encourage» 
ment from the Union's action on

The comment of one* card- 
player that he realizes the time 
he wastes, but that he *'just can't 
help myself", illustrates the gra- 
vity of the situation. "This temp- 
tatiot) has no place in a univer- 
sity", feels the executive. 

"The aim of the ASUS is to 
serve the best interests of all 
Arts and Science students, some 
of whom, in tliis case, arc not 
only breaking a University ru- 
ling, but also a law nf the city". 

Stuart Smith, SlilC Chairman, 
has registered strong approval of 
the action, and the .AIcGill Ad- 
ministration is also strongly 
approbative. 

In the future, ' offenders will 
te reported to the SEC and the 
necessary measures will be taken. 

HOPES FOR SUCCESS 

Bob Carswcil, President' of the

The paJiel. chaired by Divinity 
student Keith Dlckerson, was the 
first in a series of discussions 
sponsored by tJie Christian Mis- 
sion. l''our strikingly different 
views were heard. 
.Ilev. 0. .Morrisson stressed the 
.spiritual values of sex. while I'rof. 
LcDain of the Law Faculty felt 
dial it is a natural human reac- 
tion and should be enjoyed to the 
fullest degree. 

Prof, fîoss of the Sucioîogy De- 
partment presented the scienti- 
fic viewpoint, reinforced with re- 
sults nf several .studies, and Dean 
Stevenson of Medicine concentrat- 
ed Qji (he p.sycliological implica- 
tions, with a special view to psy- 
chiatry. 

MORAL VALUES 

Professor . Rass noted that there 
is no one set of moral values 
regarding sex. 

What the louer classes regard 
as acceptable nmral practice is 
frowned upon by llie so-called n>id- 
dle clas.scs. ïliis often leads to 
serious troubles with respect to 
the law. 

The guardians of our society 
(clerics etc.» , (he propagators o'f 
the decisions of these guardians 
.(journ!ilis(s e(c.i and the enfor- 
cers of these decisions (police etc.» 
are all middle class people. 

Hence, tlieir altitude tend to bo 
those of the middle classes. When 
a "lower class" person commits 
an act which his stratum of socie- 
ty permits, and is arrested by 
someone with instructions' from 
another class, he is confused, and 
docs not understand what he has 
done wrong. 

Prof. LeUain felt (hat the pre- 
sent attitude of the law towards 
divorça Is unliealthy. as it only 
serves to drive more people Into 
adultery. 

GOLDEN RULE 

He added that if more people 
obeyed tlic golden rule, there 
would be 'much ' less seduction 
of young people and adultry. 

Dean Stevenson, taking a dif- 
ferent view of the .situation said 
that he would "hesitate to in- 
voke the golden rule In. a ssxiial 
sphere." ". • 



Rcv.-;.Morri.sson expressed the 
theological view that God creat- 
ed man and woman with a pur- 
pase, and that each Is -Incomplete 
without the other. 

He further remarked that lust 
m .sex is a sin, but I'rof. l.eDain 
.said that sex was a lustv act in 
itself and should be cnjoved as 
such. 

Ti«o sociologist pointed .out 
lhat our attitudes toward, sex 
have changed greatly over' the 
ycavs. It was 'the Christians who, 
first raised the sociid position 
of women, and caused a change 
in our Ihinkin'^. 

SEX EDUCATION 

-V question was raised a.s to 
whether the church should pro- 
mote sex education. Ilev. .Morris- 
son admitted that the church was 
.sadly lacking in that respect, but 
thai it was curl-cntly investiga- 
ting the situation. 

Another committee is Investi- 
gating the Christian stand on sex 
it-self. It has been sluing for three 
years, but he stated that he was 
sure that when it published it.i 
conclusions,- that it would not 
condone, sex outside of marriage. 

The feeling of guilt about sex 
was also explored. The novel 
"I.ady . Ch.itlcrly's Lover" was 
cited as an example of a revolt 
aijainst this feeling, hut "it 
doesn't cut much ice with those 
who don't want to revolt." 

It was generally felt that peo- 
ple do not really know what their 
morals should be, and that Chris- 
tian ethic is clear, but not clear 
enough on this suniect. 

SOPER 

Dr. ' Donald Soper, keynola 
speaker of, the Mission, opened - 
his scries of tallks on the Ne- 
cessity of Revolution earlier in 
the afternoon with a talk on tile 
Gospel and I'ersbnal lUhics. 

lie said that a person does not 
ju.sl "ooze into tlie Kingdom nf 
God", but he is aware of it all 
the time. This personal awareness 
of -u sense of inadequacy is tlic 
starting point towards Christian 
ethics. 

lie staled that the need of 
salvation Is .clear and inevitable, . 
and (hat he feels that Christ pro- 
vides it.

Father Eugene Burke of the 
Catholic University of Washing- 
ton .was addressing students in 
Moyse Halt at noon yesterday , in 
the opening lecture of the Ca- 
tholic Mission. 

He exposed faith in the life of 
the Catholif. He called it the 
knowledge of God, received on 
the authority of God, and not 
on the word of the Church or 
some historian. "Faith is the 
hook on which all Catholicism 
hangs". 

.KNOWLBDCE 

He said that knowledge and 
learning ir a gradual process 
which becomes second nature to 
most people. Decisions and choi- 
ces are determined - by the ex- 
periences of their lifetime; ^ 
"In this light ", he continued, 
'we mutt realize that our faith 
cAoBot remain stagnant as we 
develop intellectually, and ma- 
ture in eicperience".' 



He stressed that faith must 
mature along with education, 
and this faith, which is a perso- 
nal committment to triitlis, must 
be penetrated -by intelligence. 

Thus the word of God, grasped 
by personal intelligence, beco- 
mes a personal committment. 

He concluded that fait^ is the 
root and foundation of all Justifi- 
cation, which must grow, and re- 
cognize that the. power of God 
is revealeil to ■ all that be- 
lieve, through personal convic- 
tion. »

Many harsh words have recently lieen directed at 
the unquiet, distilled air of RedpaUi Library. The SEC, 
in a workmanlike but moderate move charsicteristic of 
its immediate prcdecessoi*,.. has. appointed a committee 
to investifrate these grievances' — an allegation that 
certain exits are closed contrarj' to fire regulations; .

Folklore will be worthy of its 
name if and only it reflects 
the feelings and thoughts of the 
people .it represents. But most 
people have become slaves to 
the idea that folklore belongs 
to thË past ; to be more precise, 
the prc-colonial era. 

• Living '. Expression 

In reality, African Folklore 
is a living expression. It is a 
mixture of traditions — past 
and -present, poems, songs and 
dances. This heterogenéous mix- 
turs slvcs a- true' reflection of 
the life of à certain people — 
"For by its folklore shall yc 
know a people". 

.'Whatever adjectives We 
^ might, choose to • describe Afri- 
can, folklore; — crude, primiti- 
ve, and unconventional, we 
Filould not be surprised to find 
ourselves io a "jungle bf er- 
rors" if we neglect to take a 
little care and time in under- 
standing the reasons and 'the 
basic principles involved.' 

African folklore -consists of 
realistic, authentic and touch- 
ing songs and dances, even 
thougn mere are, no strict rules, 
governing Ihp steps and move- 
ments constituting the dances. 
But there is one basic require- 
ment, and that is, "on the spot" 
inspiration. Every muvemcpt, 
tbougli 'spontaneous, Jias a mea- 
ttfhg or meanings attached toit.' 
Tlffr'dàneet are.' ones of «xprès^ 
«ion and need not- bo too ^pcr- 
■ f^ctjr— they arc-, perfect as tncy.
